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Tjl^HAT  is  the  greatest  thing  that  you  can  think  of  ...  ?  What  stands 
*  *  out  in  your  mind  as  a  mighty  force  for  good  or  evil?  You  may  say 
that  you  think  that  a  certain  government  is  a  mighty  force,  or  a  certain 
club  organization,  but  the  kind  of  force  that  I  have  reference  to  is  a  force 
for  good.  What  kind  of  force  is  there  in  the  world  that  is  working  for 
good?  One  of  the  greatest  is  the  United  Nations.  We  all  know  how  they 
are  struggling  to  bring  peace  and  harmony  to  the  world,  and  are  doing  a 
wonderful  job,  but  they  lack  something;  and  that  something  is  the  Priesthood 
of  God. 

The  greatest  force  for  good  in  the  world  today  is  the  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints.  What  makes  this  church  such  a  great  force  in 
the  world  today?  The  reason  it  is  so  outstanding  is  because  it  represents 
the  Kingdom  of  God  here  upon  the  Earth.  It  has  the  Priesthood,  or  the 
authority  to  act  in  the  name  of  God.  Through  the  direct  revelation  that 
continually  comes  into  the  Church  the  affairs  of  the  world  can  be  controlled 
by  our  Father  in  Heaven.

We  read  in  the  fourth  chapter  of  Malachi  about  our 
relationship  in  our  family  circles — "And  he  shall  turn  the  heart  of  the 
fathers  to  the  children,  and  the  heart  of  the  children  to  their  fathers,  lest 
I  come  and  smite  the  earth  with  a  curse."  We  know  that  we  have  a 
responsibility  to  our  children  and  they  also  have  one  to  us.

The  Communistic  block  have  their  missionaries  out  working  to 
destroy  the  basic  principles  of  freedom,  but  the  missionaries  of  the  King- 
dom of  God  are  also  out  working  with  much  greater  vigour  and  enthusiasm. 
There  are  eight  thousand  missionaries  throughout  the  world  striving  for  the 
complete  subjection  of  people  to  the  principles  of  righteousness,  and  they 
all  believe  with  an  unshakeable  testimony  that  they  will  win — and  they  will ! 
Let  us  all  work  together  for  a  better  tomorrow.  We  have  the  greatest 
force  in  existence  in  the  world  today  behind  us  and  that  force  is  the  Church 
of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints.

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PRESIDENT  MCKAY  DEDICATES  THE 
HYDE   PARK  CHAPEL 

/\N  February  26,  1961  one  of  the  greatest 
^"^  additions  to  Great  Britain's  outstanding 
cultural  and  spiritual  edifices  was  dedicated.  This 
was  the  dedication  by  President  McKay  of  the 
Hyde  Park  Chapel. 

As  the  name  Hyde  Park  indicates  the  beautiful 
new  chapel  is  located  just  across  from  Londons 
famous  Hyde  Park.  It  is  also  located  near  the 
world  famous  Prince  Albert  Hall.  This  new  chapel 
was  especially  designed  to  add  to  the  beauty  of 
the  city.  One  of  the  outstanding  features  of  the 
new  chapel  is  its  concert  organ.  The  new  chapel 
has  Europe's  finest  concert  organ.  The  organ  was 
especially  designed  for  the  eligent  chapel.  Dr. 
Frank  W.  Asper,  Salt  Lake  Tabernacle  Organist, 
came  all  the  way  from  Salt  Lake  City  to  help  in 
the  dedication.  Dr.  Asper  gave  a  splended 
performance  at  the  console  and  won  the  admira- 
tion and  acclaim  of  all  who  were  present. 

To  complete  the  splended  array  at  the  dedica- 
tion was  the  performance  of  an  International 
Singing  Mothers  chorus  under  the  direction  of  Dr. 
Florence  Jerreson  Madson  of  the  Relief  Society 
General  Board.  The  chorus  was  composed  of 
Singing  Mothers  frmo  Ireland,  Scotland,  Wales, 
England  and  America. 

The  dedication  was  completed  in  two  sessions 
and  more  than  1,400  members  crowded  into  each 
of  the  two  sessions.  There  was  such  a  tremendous 
crowd  that  part  of  the  crowd  had  to  go  to  separate 
class  rooms  where  they  watched  the  dedication  by 
direct-wire  Television.  Due  to  the  large  numbers  of 
Saints  gathered  for  the  dedication  it  was  necessary 
that  tickets  be  issued  permitting  people  to  attend 
only  one  of  the  sessions. 

The  highlight  of  the  dedication  was  the 
dedicatory  address  of  President  McKay  during  the 
forenoon  session. 

The  address  of  President  McKay  was  inspiring 
and  will  long  be  remembered  by  the  Saints  in  the 
British  Isles  as  one  of  the  greatest  events  in  the 
history  of  the  advancement  of  Mormonism  in  their 
country. 

Also  in  attendance  at  the  dedication  were  such 
outstanding  Church  officials  as  Elder  Hugh  B. 
Brown  of  the  Council  of  the  Twelve  and  Elders 
Alvin  R.  Dyer  and  Nathan  E.  Tanner,  Assistants 
to  the  Council  of  the  Twelve.  Other  speakers  at 
the  sessions  were  General  President  Belle.  S 
Spafford  of  the  Relief  Society,  President  T. 
Bowring  Woodbury  of  the  British  Mission, 
President  Bernard  P.  Brockbank  of  the  Scottish- 
Irish  Mission,  Chairman  Wendell  B.  Mendennall 
of  the  Church  Building  Committee  and  Sir  Thomas 
Bennett  of  London,  director  of  the  architectural 
firm  which  designed  the  new  Hyde  Park  Chapel. 
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AN  March  13  1961  a  truly  marvellous  event  took  place  in  the  history 
^^  of  the  Union  of  South  Africa.  Many  people  were  not  aware  of  it 
due  to  lack  of  interest,  prejudice,  and  poor  publicity,  but  nevertheless  it 
still  took  place.  Some  tried  to  close  their  eyes  and  ears  to  this  fact  but  still 
it  is  a  reality  which  will  effect  the  destiny  of  many  people. 

In  every  generation  mankind  seems  to  be  blessed  with  an  individual 
that  stands  out  above  the  sea  of  humanity.  A  person  with  such  moral 
determination  and  strength  as  to  excel  where  others  fail.  One  who  is 
looked  to  for  guidance  and  help  and  who  has  such  great  love  for  his 
fellowman  that  he  devotes  his  life  to  serving  others.  Such  a  man  is  Elder 
Hugh  B.  Brown  of  the  Council  of  the  Twelve. 

We  of  the  South  African  Mission  have  been  privileged  to  have  Elder 
Brown  come  out  and  visit  with  us.  What  a  marvellous  thought  to  ponder 
upon,  a  member  of  the  Council  of  the  Twelve  has  arrived  in  our  midst. 
A  man  who  by  direct  revelation  has  been  assigned  to  come  out  in  our 
midst  and  in  so  doing  give  us  a  spiritual  blessing  that  is  of  incomprehensible 
value. 

Elder  Brown  and  his  lovely  wife  have  a  very  busy  schedule  that  will 
take  them  to  most  parts  of  the  Union.  They  will  mingle  with  the  Saints, 
listening  to  their  problems,  giving  suggestions  and  helping  to  solve  the 
problems  of  a  busy  world  that  confront  each  separate  member.  They  have 
already  dedicated  the  Bloemfontein  Chapel,  toured  part  of  the  mission  and 
have  such  spiritual  highlights  ahead  of  them,  and  the  dedication  of  the 
new  mission  home,  missionary  convention,  and  youth  convention.  Yes, 
theirs  is  a  very  busy  schedule  which  would  cripple  the  ordinary  man  but 
with  the  blessings  of  the  Lord  they  will  continue. 

Elder  Brown  is  an  example  that  every  Latter-day  Saint  should  examine 
very  closely  and  then  try  to  follow  that  example  to  the  best  of  their 
abilities.  He  is  a  man  that  has  lost  himself  in  the  service  of  others.  This 
is  what  the  Saviour  meant  when  he  said  "He  that  loseth  his  life  for  my 
sake  shall  find  it." 

Many  tributes  have  been  written  of  this  man  but  written  tributes 
are  only  words.  The  true  tribute  to  Elder  Brown  is  shown  by  the  thousands 
throughout  the  world  who  love  and  admire  him.  John  Oxenham  must  have 
had  this  in  mind  when  he  wrote  his  poem  THE  WAYS. 

To  every  man  there  openeth 

A  choice  of  ways  to  go; 
And  the  high  soul  takes  the  high  road 

And  the  low  soul  takes  the  low, 
And  in  between  on  misty  flats, 

The  rest  drift  to  and  fro; 
But  to  everyone  there  openeth 

A  high  way  and  a  low, 
And  everyone  decideth 

The  way  his  soul  shall  go. 
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Elder  Brown  long  ago  decided  the  way  his  soul  would  go  and  he  has 
chosen  the  high  road.  Let  us  all  learn  from  his  example  and  make  sure  that 
we  take  the  high  road.  There  is  no  reason  for  any  of  us  to  he  on  the  misty 
flats.  The  Lord  has  given  us  our  own  choice  and  has  sent  his  chosen 
servant  to  help  us  follow  the  straight  path.  Let  us  thank  God  for  sending 
the  Browns  to  us,  and  enter  in  at  the  straight  and  narrow  gate. 
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\  S  a  prisoner,  the  Apostle  Paul  once  stood  before  King  Agrippa  making 
■*■*■    a  mighty  defence  of  himself  and  the  gospel  of  Christ. 

The  Apostle  told  the  King  that  the  crucified  and  resurrected  Jesus 
Christ  called  him  into  the  ministry  and  sent  him  to  preach  to  the  Gentiles, 
"to  open  their  eyes,  and  to  turn  them  from  darkness  to  light,  and  from 
the  power  of  Satan  unto  God,  that  they  may  receive  forgiveness  of  sins, 
and  inheritance  among  them  which  are  sanctified  by  faith  that  is  in  me." 

As  Paul  afterwards  went  among  the  nations  many  believed  his 
teachings,  repented  of  their  sins,  and  joined  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ 
by  baptism  of  the  water  and  of  the  spirit. 

Each  one  thus  baptized  came  "from  darkness  to  light,  and  from  the 
power  of  Satan  unto  God."  Each  also  received  the  forgiveness  of  sins  and 
the  sacred  inheritance  of  which  Paul  spoke  to  Agrippa. 

It  is  the  same  today.  When  people  are  converted  to  the  true  Gospel 
of  Jesus  Christ,  and  are  baptized  by  the  authorized  servants  of  God,  they 
too  receive  remission  of  their  sins,  and  they  too  turn  from  darkness  to  the 
light.  And  they  receive  that  same  inheritance  which  was  given  to  the 
members  of  the  ancient  Church. 

But  after  entering  the  Church  what  are  the  new  members  supposed 
to  do?  Are  they  to  become  active  participants  in  it,  or  are  they  to  remain 
passive  in  their  worship  of  the  Lord? 

The  Saviour  has  given  the  answer.  It  is  that  all  shall  labour  in  the 
kingdom  with  all  his  heart,  might,  mind  and  strength,  and  bring  forth 
much  fruit. 

"I  am  the  vine,"  said  the  Saviour  as  he  explained  this  principle.  "Ye 
are  the  branches:  He  that  abideth  in  me,  and  I  in  him,  the  same  bringeth 
forth  much  fruit."  All  who  become  members  of  his  true  Church  become 
part  of  that  vine,  actual  branches,  as  the  Lord  explained.  And  must  produce 
"much  fruit"  to  be  acceptable  to  him. 

Keeping  his  commandments  is  fundamental  to  our  being  acceptable 
to  the  Lord.  He  interprets  love  for  Him  in  terms  of  service  and  obedience 
to  Him,  for  He  said,  "If  ye  love  me,  keep  my  commandments — He  that 
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hath  my  commandments  and  keepeth  them,  he  it  is  that  loveth  me — If  a 
man  love  me,  he  will  keep  my  words — he  that  loveth  me  not  keepeth 
not  my  sayings." 

When  speaking  to  his  modern  saints  through  the  prophet  Joseph 
Smith  the  Lord  explained  further  by  saying,  "O  ye  that  embark  in  the 
service  of  God,  see  that  ye  serve  him  with  all  your  heart,  might,  mind 
and  strength,  that  ye  may  stand  blameless  before  God  at  the  last  day." 

We  embark  in  the  service  of  God  when  we  join  his  Church.  The  act  of 
embarking  is  but  the  beginning  of  a  journey  which  should  be  of  lifelong 
duration,  in  a  spirit  of  devotion  and  obedience.  To  keep  his  command- 
ments will  require  a  combination  of  both  our  faith  and  our  works,  for 
faith  without  works  is  dead. 

The  perfection  of  the  saints  is  one  of  the  great  objectives  of  the  Gospel. 
The  Saviour  commanded  this  of  his  people,  saying,  "Be  ye  therefore  perfect, 
even  as  your  Father  which  is  in  Heaven  is  perfect. 

The  Church  then  becomes  a  factor  of  great  importance  to  us.  It 
becomes  the  means  by  which  we  build  Christ-like  traits  of  character  within 
ourselves;  it  becomes  a  "vehicle"  by  which  the  saints  may  work  together 
for  their  common  good,  and  it  provides  protection  against  those  worldly 
forces  which  would  destroy  our  salvation. 

Since  we  are  to  "work  out  our  salvation"  we  are  to  work  it  out  through 
and  in  the  Church  which  is  set  up  specifically  for  that  purpose.  To  work 
in  the  Church  is  to  participate  in  the  activities  of  the  Church,  to  engage 
in  the  program  it  provides,  and  to  be  associated  with  the  other  saints  in 
the  work  of  the  Lord. 

Then  after  baptism  we  should  make  definite  plans  to  be  active  in  the 
Church.  Its  programme  touches  every  righteous  phase  of  our  lives,  including 
our  own  personal  habits,  our  homes,  and  our  relationship  with  people 
whether  in  business,  in  our  local  community  or  in  the  nation. 

First,  our  attitude  must  be  in  harmony  with  the  Gospel.  The  Lord 
outlines  what  he  expects  of  a  new  convert  in  section  20  of  the  Doctrine 
and  Covenants.  In  verse  37  He  says  that  the  new  convert  must  humble 
himself  before  God.  That  humility  of  soul  must  continue  with  him  always. 
Next  he  says  we  are  to  have  broken  hearts  and  contrite  spirits.  Recognizing 
that  we  are  mortal  and  subject  to  mistakes,  we  must  strive  constantly  to 
avoid  sin,  and  to  repent  of  any  mistakes  we  do  make. 

The  Lord  must  have  had  this  in  mind  when  he  said,  "Therefore  if 
thou  bring  thy  gift  to  the  altar,  and  thou  rememberest  that  thy  brother 
hath  aught  against  thee;  leave  there  thy  gift  before  the  altar,  and  go  thy 
way;  first  be  reconciled  to  thy  brother,  and  then  come  and  offer  thy  gift." 

There  are  many  commandments  referring  to  our  own  personal  and 
private  conduct.  With  your  permission  I  would  like  to  mention  a  few  of 
them.  First  of  all  prayer — a  Latter-day  Saint  must  be  prayerful;  then  there 
is  our  monthly  fast  and  the  paying  of  our  fast-offering  and  tithing;  the 
Word  of  Wisdom  which  we  should  keep  holy.  We  must  be  honest — the 
thirteenth  Article  of  Faith  begins  with  the  words :  "We  believe  in  being 
honest."  We  should  attend  the  meetings,  the  most  important  being  our 
Sacrament  Service,  and  of  course  the  male  members  must  attend  the 
Priesthood  meetings,  and  there  is  Genealogical  work  which  must  be  done. 

Good  Latter-day  Saints  must  also  be  good  citizens,  for  early  in  our 
history  as  a  Church  the  Lord  said :  "Let  no  man  break  the  laws  of  the 
land,  for  he  that  keepeth  the  laws  of  God  hath  no  need  to  break  the  laws 
of  the  land." 

My  brothers  and  sisters  the  Gospel  is  the  plan  of  salvation.  It  is  a 
way  of  life.  It  is  not  something  to  be  considered  on  Sunday  and  forgotten 
the  rest  of  the  week.  It  is  a  pattern  to  help  us  become  Christ-like. 

We  should  labour  in  it  with  willingness  and  cheerfulness.  We  should 
put  it  first  in  our  lives,  always  keeping  in  mind  that  divine  injunction  of 
the  Saviour.  "Seek  ye  first  the  kingdom  of  God,  and  his  righteousness; 
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and  all  these  things  shall  be  added  unto  you." 

Let  us  not  be  weary  in  well  doing.   Let  us  not  suppose  that  the  task 

is  too  hard.  The  Lord  is  kind  and  he  is  helpful.  If  we  will  but  believe  in 
him,  and  accept  his  word,  we  shall  discover  the  truth  of  what  he  said 
on  another  great  occasion  : 

"Take  my  yoke  upon  you,  and  learn  of  me;  for  I  am  meek  and  lowly 
in  heart:   and  ye  shall  find  rest  unto  your  souls. 

"For  my  yoke  is  easy,  and  my  burden  is  light."

ND  David  went  out  whithersoever  Saul  sent  him,  and  behaved 
-ri-  himself  wisely :  and  Saul  set  him  over  the  men  of  war,  and  he  was 
accepted  in  the  sight  of  all  the  people,  and  also  in  the  sight  of  Saul's 
servants.  And  it  came  to  pass  as  they  came,  when  David  was  returned  from 
the  slaughter  of  the  Philistine,  that  the  women  came  out  of  all  cities  of 
Israel,  singing  and  dancing,  to  meet  king  Saul,  with  tabrets,  with  joy,  and 
with  instruments  of  music.  And  the  women  answered  one  another  as  they 
played,  and  said,  Saul  hath  slain  his  thousands,  and  David  his  ten 
thousands.  And  Saul  was  very  wroth,  and  the  saying  displeased  him;  and  he 
said,  They  have  ascribed  unto  David  ten  thousands,  and  to  me  they  have 
ascribed  but  thousands:  and  what  can  he  have  more  but  the  kingdom? 
And  Saul  eyed  David  from  that  day  and  forward.  And  it  came  to  pass 
on  the  morrow,  that  the  evil  spirit  from  God  came  upon  Saul,  and  he 
prophesied  in  the  midst  of  the  house:  and  David  played  with  his  hand, 
as  at  other  times:  and  there  was  a  javelin  in  Saul's  hand.  And  Saul  cast 
the  javelin;  for  he  said,  I  will  smite  David  even  to  the  wall  with  it.  And 
David  avoided  out  of  his  presence  twice.  And  Saul  was  afraid  of  David, 
because  the  Lord  was  with  him,  and  was  departed  from  Saul.  Therefore 
Saul  removed  him  from  him,  and  made  him  his  captain  over  a  thousand; 
and  he  went  out  and  came  in  before  the  people.  And  David  behaved 
himself  wisely  in  all  his  ways;  and  the  Lord  was  with  him.  Wherefore 
when  Saul  saw  that  he  behaved  himself  very  wisely,  he  was  afraid  of 
him.  But  all  Israel  and  Judah  loved  David,  because  he  went  out  and 
came  in  before  them."  I  Samuel  18:5-16. 

Here  we  get  a  glimpse  of  the  personality  of  David.  Besides  being  a 
handsome  lad  and  very  popular,  he  still  portrayed  human  love  at  its  best. 
Saul  was  full  of  jealousy  and  antagonism.  He  hated  David  to  the  extent 
that  he  sent  him  to  fight  the  Philistines  in  the  hope  that  he  would  be 
killed. 

To  understand  the  trait  of  Love  which  was  so  greatly  expressed  by 
this  man  we  must  examine  his  life  and  background.  He  was  an  ancestor 
of  Christ  and  showed  the  same  love  and  humility.  The  Love  of  Ruth, 
David's  grandmother,  for  Naomi  (her  mother-in-law)  is  found  expressed  in 
David  who  possessed  in  a  high  degree  the  power  to  attract  the  loving 
regard  and  goodwill  of  the  people  of  his  time.  We  find  that  "he  behaved 
himself  wisely',,  his  popularity  didn't  go  to  his  head  but  rather  he 
continued  to  give  love  and  council  to  those  who  sought  him  out;  and  the 
reason  that  he  was  sought  out  was  because  he  was  a  humble,  noble  person, 
in  fact  we  know  he  didn't  seek  revenge  with  Saul.  How  many  of  us  would 
be  as  tolerant  in  such  circumstances?  We  may  feel  hurt  because  as  Latter- 
day  Saints  we  are  considered  peculiar  people,  and  yet  if  we  could  show 
as  much  understanding  and  love  as  David  did,  our  Father  in  Heaven 
would  bless  us  beyond  our  fondest  dreams.  Our  way  would  be  made  easier 
and  we  would  more  competently  be  able  to  assist  in  building  God's  kingdom 
here  upon  the  earth. 

Let  us  remember  when  somebody  shows  dislike  toward  us  to  behave 
ourselves  as  David  did,  "and  it  came  to  pass  that  David  behaved  himself 
more  wisely  than  all  the  servants  of  Saul  so  that  his  name  was  much  set  by." 

I  know  we  are  all  aiming  to  love  to  such  a  high  degree  that  we  may 
reach  the  Celestial  Kingdom  of  our  Father  in  Heaven.  I  also  know  that  if 
we  try  hard  enough  we  shall  make  it!

append  a  brief  history  of  my  life 
-*-  since  I  became  a  Latter-day  Saint. 
My  wife  and  I  were  baptised  into  the 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day 
Saints  on  the  3rd  August,  1923  by  Elder 
Horace  J.  Nelson,  confirmed  by  my  late 
father  on  5th  of  August,  1923,  ordained 
a  teacher  by  my  late  father  13th  April, 
1924.  Ordained  a  Priest  by  Elder  Chester 
A.  Engstrom  August  24th,  1924.  Ordained 
an  Elder  in  the  Melchizedek  Priesthood 
March  28th  1926  by  Mission  President 
J.  Wyley  Sessions.  I  acted  as  Sunday 
School  Superintendent  for  some  time, 
then  in  May  or  June  1930  I  received  the 
shock  of  my  life  when  Mission  President 
Don  Mack  Dalton  called  us  to  serve  a 
mission,  and  without  hesitation  or  any 
time  for  consideration,  I  answered.  I  was 
prepared  to  go,  within  a  month.  I  sold 
all  our  furniture  and  our  car  and  let  my 
house  and  blacksmith  business.  My  wife 
and  I  left  for  our  mission.  I  realized  this 
was  the  Lord's  work,  and  He  had  a  job  for  me  to  do.  My  work  could  wait 
till  I  completed  the  Lord's  work.  I  know  that  my  wife  and  I  have  been 
blessed  beyond  our  ability  to  express. 

Our  first  field  of  labour  was  Kimberley  where  we  arrived  towards  the 
latter  part  of  July  1930.  On  October  28th,  1930  I  left  Kimberley  leaving 
Sister  Brummer  behind  and  went  to  Rhodesia  where  I  met  Elder  Maw. 
We  laboured  in  Bulawayo,  visiting  friends  and  trading.  For  two  days  I 
left  by  train  for  the  Victoria  Falls.  On  Tuesday,  4th  November,  I  was  back 
in  Bulawayo  and  Elder  Maw  and  I  went  by  train  to  Shangani.  President 
Dalton  had  instructed  me  to  go  there  to  explain  the  Gospel  to  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Viljoen  in  Afrikaans.  We  held  a  meeting  there  that  evening  at  which  I 
spoke  in  Afrikaans.  The  next  morning  I  again  explained  many  things  to 
them  and  at  2  p.m.  on  the  6th  November,  I  baptized  Brother  and  Sister 
Viljoen  who  were  both  old  people.  Then  we  held  a  Sacrament  Meeting  and 
confirmed  them  members  of  the  Church.  We  left  that  night  for  Bulawayo 
again.  I  arrived  back  in  Kimberley  on  November  10th.  We  laboured  in 
Kimberley  till  26th  December  1930  then  left  for  Convention  at  "Cumorah," 
Cape  Town. 

We  had  a  most  inspiring  Convention  and  received  many  instructions. 
Sister  Brummer  and  I  left  for  Robertson  on  January  7th,  1931,  where  we 
arrived  that  night  at  8.55  p.m.  We  laboured  in  Robertson  for  5j  months 
and  were  called  to  "Cumorah"  and  after  spending  a  week  there  we  were 
transferred  to  the  Strand.  After  4  months  at  the  Strand  we  returned  to 
Robertson  on  October  6th,  1931  and  laboured  with  investigators  and  on 
October  24th,  I  baptized  8  converts  at  the  Breede  River  and  confirmed 
them  the  following  day  which  was  Sunday  25th  October.  We  had  many 
friends  at  Robertson. 

On  November  17th  we  went  back  to  the  Strand  to  follow  up  our 
work  there  and  encourage  all  to  attend  Conference  at  "Cumorah,"  Mowbray 
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22nd  November.  Returned  to  the  Strand  after  the  Conference  and  spent 
Christmas  there  with  the  Jakins  family.  Baptisms  were  performed  on 
January  5th,  11th  and  12th,  1932.  On  Monday  March  7th,  Brother  Alvin 
Park  and  I  went  on  a  country  trip  to  Robertson.  70  miles  without  purse 
or  script,  calling  on  people  along  the  way  for  our  support  and  preaching 
the  Gospel  to  as  many  as  we  could.  At  Robertson  we  held  several  meetings. 
Brother  Alvin  Park  went  back  to  Cape  Town  by  train  as  he  had  to  be 
back  for  his  work.  Brother  Von  Molendorf  left  two  days  later  by  foot 
again,  via  Villiersdorp  then  to  Stellenbosch  and  from  there  to  Cape  Town. 
It  was  a  most  wonderful  experience  and  the  Lord  surely  does  take  care 
of  His  servants. 

From  the  Strand  we  were  transferred  to  Worcester  where  we  laboured 
for  some  months.  We  went  up  to  Robertson  again  and  baptized  the  4 
members  of  the  Stemmet  family  in  the  Montagu  baths.  On  25th  July,  we 
returned  to  Worcester  to  labour.  On  25th  September,  I  baptized  four  of  the 
King  family  and  blessed  three  children.  We  left  Worcester  on  September 
30th  for  "Cumorah,"  Cape  Town.  On  November  7th  we  were  on  our  way 
home  to  Johannesburg  where  we  were  released  having  baptized  36  members. 
After  our  release  I  was  appointed  Branch  President  of  Ramah.  I  served 
for  about  5  years.  I  was  then  released  and  Sister  Brummer  and  I  joined 
the  North  Western  Branch  as  my  late  father  was  getting  old  and  sickly.  He 
passed  away  on  February  28th,  1938  after  which  I  was  appointed  President 
of  North  Western  Branch  and  Sister  Brummer  as  superintendent  of  Sunday 
School  and  Secretary,  also  as  1st  Counciller  in  Relief  Society  and  Secretary. 
She  was  also  the  Branch  Clerk  for  10  years,  then  again  Relief  Society 
President  in  which  she  served  faithfully  till  the  Branch  was  closed  down  in 
March  1960  after  22  years.

The  lady  refused  to  accept  my  tract 
and  that  made  me  feel  very  discouraged, 
but  as  time  went  on  we  met  so  many 
lovely  people  who  accepted  the  Gospel. 
Where  we  laboured  we  loved  the  people 
and  it  was  a  sad  day  when  we  had  to 
say  goodbye. 

When  we  returned  home  I  found  my  house  just  ruined,  but  it  did  not 
make  me  discouraged,  we  kept  on  living  the  Gospel.  We  had  to  start  all 
over  again  but  the  Lord  has  blessed  us  with  everything  we  needed  and 
today  we  have  more  than  ever  before. 

I  love  the  Gospel  and  I  know  it  is  true.  It  means  everything  to  me  and 
I  hope  and  pray  that  our  Heavenly  Father  will  help  me  to  keep  steadfast 
to  the  end  in  Jesus  Name  .  .  .  Amen.

What  kind  of  man  are  you? 

Y\f  HAT  happens  to  a  man  when  he  is  given  the  Priesthood,  how  does 
"  ™  this  authority  affect  him  and  his  family,  and  what  is  his  responsibility 
to  the  Lord?  These  are  questions  that  have  entered  the  minds  of  most  of 
the  male  members  of  the  church,  and  every  Priesthood  holder  and  every 
prospective  Priesthood  holder  should  consider  them  very  carefully. 

Let  us  first  get  a  clear  understanding  of  what  the  Priesthood  is.  It  is 
the  authority  to  act  in  the  name  of  God.  This  in  itself  is  a  very  sobering 
thought.  The  right  to  act  in  the  name  of  God.  This  is  one  of  the  greatest 
blessings  that  our  Father  in  Heaven  could  give  us. 

Once  a  man  has  been  given  this  authority  he  will  immediately  begin 
to  feel  the  effect  of  it  in  his  own  life  and  his  families.  When  a  man  is 
living  worthily  of  this  great  blessing  the  Lord  pours  out  His  blessings  upon 
that  person  and  all  those  who  have  a  righteous  relationship  with  him.  But 
the  man  has  a  responsibility  to  the  Lord  to  live  all  the  commandments  and 
serve  in  whatever  capacity  that  he  is  called  to.  As  he  does  this  he  is 
setting  an  example  that  his  family  will  follow.  He  and  his  whole  family 
will  be  drawn  closer  to  the  Lord  and  in  so  doing  so  will  become  closer 
family  unit.  The  old  saying  that  "Like  father,  like  son"  is  true  and  does 
apply.  Every  person  wants  to  be  proud  of  his  family  and  a  person  can 
expect  no  more  from  his  family  than  just  what  kind  of  person  and  example 
he  sets. 

The  man  who  lives  up  to  his  Priesthood  obligations  will  be  the  best 
possible  man  that  he  could  be.  He  won't  be  just  the  ordinary  man  on  the 
street  but  he  will  be  someone.  Being  just  average  isn't  good  enough  for 
a  good  Latter-day  Saint.  He  must  live  up  to  all  of  his  obligations  and  serve 
the  Lord  to  the  best  of  his  abilities.  This  is  pointed  out  very  nicely  in 
Eva  May  Green's  short-story  a  "Motivating  Story." 

One  day  as  a  certain  gentleman  was  walking  along  the  dusty  roadway 
his  mind  began  to  search  his  actions.  He  was  an  ordinary  person  to  whom 
people  paid  little  attention,  he  thought.  He  had  little  influence  in  his  town, 
but  he  was  a  respectable  person.  As  his  mind  wandered  over  these  things 
a  stranger  appeared  apparently  from  nowhere  and  began  to  walk  with  him. 
The  newcomer  was  a  congenial  fellow,  with  a  pleasing  personality  and  so 
they  began  to  visit  as  they  went  along.  The  conversation  centered  upon 
the  stranger  and  in  answering  questions,  the  first  party  learned  that  they 
lived  in  the  same  community.  The  newcomer  was  a  man  of  fine  intelligence 
and  explained  to  his  friend  that  he  had  gained  his  knowledge  and  wisdom 
by  studying  by  the  fireside  at  night. 

"What  do  you  do  with  your  nights?"  he  asked. 

"Oh,  I  belong  to  a  fine  club.  We  have  a  great  time  playing  cards 
together  in  the  evenings  and  I'm  a  good  player." 

"How  interesting   but  does  it  get  you  anywhere?" 

"Oh,  it  takes  care  of  my  entertainment.  And  as  for  you,  what  is  your 
standing  in  Jonesville?" 

"My  accomplishments  are  ordinary  to  those  who  work  for  them.  I 
am  the  sociology  professor  at  the  University.  I  have  a  family  and  a 
comfortable  home.  I  have  used  my  tongue  so  that  people  will  listen  when 
I  speak.  I  instruct  a  class  down  at  the  corner  church.  I  sponsor  the  civic 
club  and  am  a  leader  of  the  boys  in  town;  and  now  I'm  trying  to  put 
over  a  recreational  centre  for  them." 

"Why,  those  are  great  ideals.  Those  are  things  I  would  have  liked  to 
have  done  when  I  was  younger,  but  I  never  got  around  to  them." 

"But  the  time  is  short;  before  you  go  I  should  like  to  shake  your 
hand    and   become   acquainted   with  such   a   fine  fellow   as   you.   What   is 
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your  name?  And  where  can  I  find  you?  And  as  he  disappeared  the  answer 
was,  "I  AM  THE  MAN  YOU  COULD  HAVE  BEEN.  You  will  find  me 
at  the  end  of  your  road  of  misspent  opportunities. 

Like  the  man  in  this  story  we  have  to  choose  which  way  we  are  going 
to  go,  and  if  a  man  lives  up  to  the  responsibility  of  the  Priesthood  that  he 
holds  there  is  no  reason  in  the  world  why  he  can't  be  "THE  MAN  YOU 
COULD  HAVE  BEEN." 


THE   SUNDAY   SCHOOL   TEACHER 

rr^HE  Sunday  School  teacher  is  of  tremendous  importance  to  the  Church 
-*-  as  a  whole.  The  entire  spiritual  growth  of  the  members  depends  on 
the  teachers  and  how  well  they  fulfill  their  responsibilities.  However,  before 
a  person  can  be  an  effective  teacher  he  or  she  must  be  prepared.  This 
requires  a  good  deal  of  personal  sacrifie  of  time  on  the  part  of  those 
teaching  but  it  is  absolutely  necessary.  To  help  point  this  out  lets  use  the 
illustration  of  the  personality  of  God.  Before  a  person  can  deliver  an 
effective  lesson  on  this  subject  he  must  first  be  acquainted  with  all  the 
doctrine  behind  the  subject.  The  teacher  may  only  use  a  small  portion  of 
the  material  available  but  if  a  student  should  ask  a  question  that  isn't 
covered  in  the  required  material  and  the  teacher  has  done  some  research 
on  the  subject  he  will  be  able  to  save  himself  a  good  deal  of  embarrass- 
ment, and  possibly  answer  a  question  that  could  otherwise  completely 
destroy  the  lesson  trying  to  be  conveyed. 

Of  course  teaching  doesn't  come  easy  and  neither  does  the  preparation. 
Nothing  worth  having  can  be  obtained  without  personal  sacrifice  coupled 
with  a  lot  of  work.  President  J.  Reuben  Clark,  Jr.  expresses  this  very  well. 
"There  is  no  royal  road  to  any  learning,  no  matter  what  it  is.  There  is 
no  royal  road  to  any  righteous  living  no  matter  who  you  are  or  where  you 
are.  There  is  no  royal  road  to  anything  that  is  worthwhile.  Nothing  that  is 
deserving  of  earning  or  of  cherishing  comes  except  through  hard  work.  I 
care  not  how  much  of  a  genius  you  may  be,  the  rule  will  still  hold." 

Once  we  have  prepared  ourselves  to  the  best  of  our  abilities,  the  Holy 
Ghost  will  bless  you  with  inspiration  to  help  you  wherever  your  own 
capabilities  may  be  lacking.  For  a  truly  devoted  Sunday  School  teacher 
there  is  no  greater  joy  than  that  of  watching  his  pupils  grow  spiritually. 
Any  devoted  teacher  realises  that  the  spiritual  growth  of  his  students  rests 
on  himself  and  how  effective  he  is  in  his  teaching. 

There  may  be  times  that  a  teacher  may  feel  that  he  isn't  being 
appreciated  or  that  his  efforts  are  all  in  vain.  There  may  be  times  that 
the  teacher  will  feel  like  giving  up  but  we  can  take  sound  words  of 
wisdom  from  President  George  Albert  Smith  when  he  spoke  on  this 
problem.  "I  say  to  you  teachers  that  not  only  my  children  but  my 
grandchildren  have  been  blessed  and  benefitted  by  teachers  in  Sunday 
School  who  were  in  my  Sunday  School  classes  years  ago.  One  day  I 
visited  a  Sunday  School,  years  after  I  had  been  teaching,  and  there  was 
a  fine  young  Mormon,  one  of  my  former  pupils,  teaching  the  class.  In 
it  was  one  of  my  own  children.  I  entered  another  class  in  the  same  school 
and  saw  another  of  my  children  being  taught  by  a  former  pupil  of  mine. 
Many  years  later  I  went  into  another  Sunday  School  in  a  different  part 
of  the  city  and  in  that  Sunday  School  class  was  one  of  my  grandchildren. 
The  teacher  was  one  of  those  whom  I  had  taught  in  Sunday  School.  There 
had  been  times  while  I  was  a  teacher  when  I  had  thought  the  work  I 
was  doing  was  not  appreciated  but  I  had  felt,  'Well  I  shall  work  as  hard 
as  I  can  even  if  I  am  not  appreciated. 'But  here  was  my  thanks;  I  had 
been  teaching  those  who  were  to  teach  my  own  flesh  and  blood."  Let 
all  of  the  Sunday  School  teachers  throughout  the  Church  realise  how 
important  a  responsibility  they  have  and  then  fulfill  that  responsibility 
to  the  best  of  their  abilities.
